Both Sides Can

new labor law says that, from now 
on, unions as well as management 
may be guilty of "unfair labor" 
practices. 


An employer can take action to 
stop some of the "unfair" things 
and, in some cases, if he's injured

unions 
for damages. 


This is the first time unions have 


to answer for "unfair" tactics. 
Under the previous labor law— 


the Wagner Act, which has been 
law 12 years—only an 
employer 


could be charged with 
"unfair" 
practices by unions which the gov- 
srnment, through the National La- 
bor Relations Board (NLRB) can 
step in to stop. 


The NLRB not only can order 


them stopped but is required, if 
necessary, to get' an order, or in- 
junction, from a federal court to 
force them to be slopped.

may be guilty of "unfair labor" 
practices. 


An employer can take action to

for damages. 


This is the first time unions have 


to answer for "unfair" tactics. 
Under the previous labor law— 


the Wagner Act, which has been 
law 12 years—only an 
employer 


could be charged with 
"unfair"

bor Relations Board (NLRB) can 
step in to stop. 


The NLRB not only can order

Both Sides Can

on, unions as well as management 
may be guilty of "unfair labor" 
practices. 


An employer can take action to 
stop some of the "unfair" things 
and, in some cases, if he's injured

for damages. 


This is the first time unions have 


to answer for "unfair" tactics. 
Under the previous labor law— 


the Wagner Act, which has been 
law 12 years—only an 
employer 


could be charged with 
"unfair" 
practices by unions which the gov- 
srnment, through the National La- 
bor Relations Board (NLRB) can 
step in to stop. 


The NLRB not only can order 


them stopped but is required, if 
necessary, to get' an order, or in- 
junction, from a federal court to 
force them to be slopped.

Both Sides Can

new labor law says that, from now 
on, unions as well as management 
may be guilty of "unfair labor" 
practices. 


An employer can take action to 
stop some of the "unfair" things 
and, in some cases, if he's injured 
Dy'them 
'he can sue the 
unions 
for damages. 


This is the first time unions have 


to answer for "unfair" tactics. 
Under the previous labor law— 


the Wagner Act, which has been 
law 12 years—only an 
employer 


could be charged with 
"unfair" 
practices by unions which the gov- 
srnment, through the National La- 
bor Relations Board (NLRB) can 
step in to stop. 


The NLRB not only can order 


them stopped but is required, if 
necessary, to get' an order, or in- 
junction, from a federal court to 
force them to be slopped.

docarditis) 
continued to appear * 


Before penicillin, it was rare for 
anyone to recover from either a- 
cute or subacute bacterial endocar- 
ditis. 


Patients with endocarditis usually 


complain of fever, pallor and weak- 
ness. The disease may start insid- 
iously or it may follow an upper 
respiratory infection. In most cas- 
es the patient does not realize that 
his heart is infected until the phy- 
sician, in the course of his examin- 
ation, discovers a murmur. Exam- 
ination of the blood disclosed the 
germs which originate from the in- 
fection inside of the heart. 


Lining membrane of the hcrrft 


is seldom infected ' unless it has 
been previously damaged by rheu- 
matic fever. Following rheumatic 
fever, the roughened lining of the 
chambers or covering of the valves 
may act as germ catchers. When 
infection occurs, clots form on the 
ulcerations. Pieces of the clots may 
break loose and cause 
difficulty 


in other parts of the body. 


When sulfa drugs were discover- 


ed."it appeared that a remedy for 
endocarditis had been found but it 
only checked it for a time. When 
the treatment was stopped, 
the 


germs would reappear. 


Drug Destroys Germs 
Today penicillin is the treatment 


of choice. As soon as a diagnosis 
of endocarditis is made, penicillin 
should be injected into 
the veins 


or in the muscles. Continuous in- 
jections by vein help to destroy all 
the germs before they have had a 
chance to redevelop.

U. S. Is in Tough Spot on 
Just What to Do to End, 
Civil Strife in China

When 1 was in China four and a 


half years ago this column record- 
ed that impartial observers gener- 
ally believed the terrible civil war 
between the Communists and Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's Na- 
tionalist government must run its 
bloody course — until one sidd or 
the other was knocked out 


It seemed clear that the devirg- 


cncc between Communism arid any 
other ism—political, economic or 
religious — was too groat 
to be 


bridged by negotiation. It was Jhe 
old story that oil and water don't 
mix. 


That was during the world war. 
The United States then was giving 
the Chinese government material 
help in the struggle against Japan. 
Later General 
George Marshall, 


aided by other American officials, 
spent long months trying ineffec- 
tually to compose the internal dif- 
ferences 
which 
rapidly 
were 


wrecking the world's most 
po 


ulous nation—one of the big five. 
Since then

docarditis) 
continued to appear * 


Before penicillin, it was rare for 
anyone to recover from either a- 
cute or subacute bacterial endocar- 
ditis. 


Patients with endocarditis usually 


complain of fever, pallor and weak- 
ness. The disease may start insid- 
iously or it may follow an upper 
respiratory infection. In most cas- 
es the patient does not realize that 
his heart is infected until the phy- 
sician, in the course of his examin- 
ation, discovers a murmur. Exam- 
ination of the blood disclosed the 
germs which originate from the in- 
fection inside of the heart. 


Lining membrane of the hcrrft 


is seldom infected ' unless it has 
been previously damaged by rheu- 
matic fever. Following rheumatic 
fever, the roughened lining of the 
chambers or covering of the valves 
may act as germ catchers. When 
infection occurs, clots form on the 
ulcerations. Pieces of the clots may 
break loose and cause 
difficulty 


in other parts of the body. 


When sulfa drugs were discover- 


ed."it appeared that a remedy for 
endocarditis had been found but it 
only checked it for a time. When 
the treatment was stopped, 
the 


germs would reappear. 


Drug Destroys Germs 
Today penicillin is the treatment 


of choice. As soon as a diagnosis 
of endocarditis is made, penicillin 
should be injected into 
the veins 


or in the muscles. Continuous in- 
jections by vein help to destroy all 
the germs before they have had a 
chance to redevelop.

U. S. Is in Tough Spot on 
Just What to Do to End, 
Civil Strife in China

When 1 was in China four and a 


half years ago this column record- 
ed that impartial observers gener- 
ally believed the terrible civil war 
between the Communists and Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's Na- 
tionalist government must run its 
bloody course — until one sidd or 
the other was knocked out 


It seemed clear that the devirg- 


cncc between Communism arid any 
other ism—political, economic or 
religious — was too groat 
to be 


bridged by negotiation. It was Jhe 
old story that oil and water don't 
mix. 


That was during the world war. 
The United States then was giving 
the Chinese government material 
help in the struggle against Japan. 
Later General 
George Marshall, 


aided by other American officials, 
spent long months trying ineffec- 
tually to compose the internal dif- 
ferences 
which 
rapidly 
were 


wrecking the world's most 
po 


ulous nation—one of the big five. 
Since then 
things have raced 
madly from bad to worse. 


What more can America do to 
save a nation which not 
only is 


her friend but whose

Encouraging records of the bene- 


ficial effects of penicillin in 
the 


treatment of heart infections (en- 
docarditis) 
continued to appear * 


Before penicillin, it was rare for 
anyone to recover from either a- 
cute or subacute bacterial endocar- 
ditis. 


Patients with endocarditis usually 


complain of fever, pallor and weak- 
ness. The disease may start insid- 
iously or it may follow an upper 
respiratory infection. In most cas- 
es the patient does not realize that 
his heart is infected until the phy- 
sician, in the course of his examin- 
ation, discovers a murmur. Exam- 
ination of the blood disclosed the 
germs which originate from the in- 
fection inside of the heart. 


Lining membrane of the hcrrft 


is seldom infected ' unless it has 
been previously damaged by rheu- 
matic fever. Following rheumatic 
fever, the roughened lining of the 
chambers or covering of the valves 
may act as germ catchers. When 
infection occurs, clots form on the 
ulcerations. Pieces of the clots may 
break loose and cause 
difficulty 


in other parts of the body. 


When sulfa drugs were discover- 


ed."it appeared that a remedy for 
endocarditis had been found but it 
only checked it for a time. When 
the treatment was stopped, 
the 


germs would reappear. 


Drug Destroys Germs 
Today penicillin is the treatment 


of choice. As soon as a diagnosis 
of endocarditis is made, penicillin 
should be injected into 
the veins 


or in the muscles. Continuous in- 
jections by vein help to destroy all 
the germs before they have had a 
chance to redevelop.

When 1 was in China four and a 


half years ago this column record- 
ed that impartial observers gener- 
ally believed the terrible civil war 
between the Communists and Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's Na- 
tionalist government must run its 
bloody course — until one sidd or 
the other was knocked out 


It seemed clear that the devirg- 


cncc between Communism arid any 
other ism—political, economic or 
religious — was too groat 
to be 


bridged by negotiation. It was Jhe 
old story that oil and water don't 
mix. 


That was during the world war. 
The United States then was giving 
the Chinese government material 
help in the struggle against Japan.

Encouraging records of the bene- 


ficial effects of penicillin in 
the 


treatment of heart infections (en- 
docarditis) 
continued to appear * 


Before penicillin, it was rare for 
anyone to recover from either a- 
cute or subacute bacterial endocar- 
ditis. 


Patients with endocarditis usually 


complain of fever, pallor and weak- 
ness. The disease may start insid- 
iously or it may follow an upper 
respiratory infection. In most cas- 
es the patient does not realize that 
his heart is infected until the phy- 
sician, in the course of his examin- 
ation, discovers a murmur.

When 
the treatment was stopped, 
the 


germs would reappear. 


Drug Destroys Germs 
Today penicillin is the treatment 


of choice. As soon as a diagnosis 
of endocarditis is made, penicillin 
should be injected into 
the veins 


or in the muscles. Continuous in- 
jections by vein help to destroy all 
the germs before they have had a 
chance to redevelop.

When 1 was in China four and a 


half years ago this column record- 
ed that impartial observers gener- 
ally believed the terrible civil war 
between the Communists and Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's Na- 
tionalist government must run its 
bloody course — until one sidd or 
the other was knocked out 


It seemed clear that the devirg- 


cncc between Communism arid any 
other ism—political, economic or 
religious — was too groat 
to be 


bridged by negotiation. It was Jhe 
old story that oil and water don't 
mix. 


That was during the world war. 
The United States then was giving 
the Chinese government material 
help in the struggle against Japan.

continued to appear * 


Before penicillin, it was rare for 
anyone to recover from either a- 
cute or subacute bacterial endocar- 
ditis. 


Patients with endocarditis usually 


complain of fever, pallor and weak- 
ness. The disease may start insid- 
iously or it may follow an upper 
respiratory infection. In most cas- 
es the patient does not realize that 
his heart is infected until the phy- 
sician, in the course of his examin- 
ation, discovers a murmur. Exam- 
ination of the blood disclosed the 
germs which originate from the in- 
fection inside of the heart. 


Lining membrane of the hcrrft 


is seldom infected ' unless it has 
been previously damaged by rheu- 
matic fever. Following rheumatic 
fever, the roughened lining of the 
chambers or covering of the valves 
may act as germ catchers. When 
infection occurs, clots form on the 
ulcerations. Pieces of the clots may 
break loose and cause 
difficulty 


in other parts of the body. 


When sulfa drugs were discover- 


ed."it appeared that a remedy for 
endocarditis had been found but it 
only checked it for a time. When 
the treatment was stopped, 
the 


germs would reappear. 


Drug Destroys Germs 
Today penicillin is the treatment 


of choice. As soon as a diagnosis 
of endocarditis is made, penicillin 
should be injected into 
the veins 


or in the muscles. Continuous in- 
jections by vein help to destroy all 
the germs before they have had a 
chance to redevelop.

When 1 was in China four and a 


half years ago this column record- 
ed that impartial observers gener- 
ally believed the terrible civil war 
between the Communists and Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's Na- 
tionalist government must run its 
bloody course — until one sidd or 
the other was knocked out 


It seemed clear that the devirg- 


cncc between Communism arid any 
other ism—political, economic or 
religious — was too groat 
to be 


bridged by negotiation. It was Jhe 
old story that oil and water don't 
mix. 


That was during the world war. 
The United States then was giving 
the Chinese government material 
help in the struggle against Japan. 
Later General 
George Marshall, 


aided by other American officials, 
spent long months trying ineffec- 
tually to compose the internal dif-

wrecking the world's most

ulous nation—one of the big five.
